Mail call day brightener 


From the editor: This was, hands down, the most fun thing to arrive in the editor's 
mailbox in the last month — maybe even the last year! Stamps on this package went as 
far back as the 1930s (the 3-cent stamp was in use from 1932 to 1958). Three-centers 
shown here featured women’s suffrage champion Susan B. Anthony, Columbia University, 
the Defense Fund, industrialist and philanthropist Andrew W. Mellon, the International 
Red Cross, the mothers of America, the U.S. Naval Academy, Abraham Lincoln, the 
National Recovery Administration, the state of Hawaii and the 150th anniversary of the 
Pennsylvania Academy of The Fine Arts. 

Tennessee statesman Cordell Hull and Charles Evan Hughes, 11th chief justice of the 
Supreme Court, made it onto 4-cent stamps shown here. Other stamps on this package 
featured athletes, pets, holidays, the American bicentennial, the Peace Corps and Voice of 
America, the country of Albania and a half-century of independence in Finland. 

With a decent internet connection, this is the kind of rabbit hole | can spend HOURS in. 
Philately is a fascinating category. Does anyone collect stamps anymore?

| have never told anyone this story.

It had stamped wheels 
instead of the heavy cast iron wheels and 
a wash-pan seat. | was plowing with an 
Oliver 2-bottom 16-inch plow, a trailer- 
type plow on rubber tires.

sister and I pored over as children. 


Consumer goods had been available 
by mail since colonial times, but in the 
late 1800s country buyers were leery of 
sending their money by an uncertain 
mail tor goods they hadn't even seen a 
picture of, and that often didn't mea- 
sure up to written descriptions. 

Aaron Montgomery Ward estab- 
lished the first of the modern mail- 
order houses in 1872 in Chicago. By 
1874, his catalog offered a wide range 
of products to farmers at prices near 
wholesale. The National Grange sup- 
ported Ward’s efforts, and by the early 
1890s, Montgomery Ward was distrib- 
uting a 280-page catalog containing 
nearly 10,000 items to tens of thou- 
sands of Midwestern farmers. 

In 1886, a 23-year-old railroad teleg- 
rapher in Minnesota, Richard Warren 
Sears, began selling watches as a side- 
line. The venture was so profitable that 
Sears quit the railroad and sold jewelry 
and watches by mail, hiring a watch re- 
pairman named Alvah C. Roebuck. In 


10 JANUARY 2021 


1894 they moved to Chicago and set 
up a general mail-order house called 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. 

Sears was a master salesman and an 
advertising genius. Through his cata- 
logs, he convinced skeptical farmers 
to send off their money to a man in 
Chicago they’d never seen, for things 
they'd also never seen or, in some 
cases, even heard of. 


Low prices, huge variety 
made for an irresistible offer 
Incredibly low prices, money-back 
guarantees and showy catalogs com- 
bined to supply rural customers' every 
wish and sell them items they never 
even believed they could afford. Sears 
emphasized the variety, style and low 
prices of a seemingly endless array of 
food, medicines, hardware, house- 
hold goods, farm equipment, sport- 
ing goods, jewelry and clothing in his 
huge catalogs. Although no colors were 
shown, each product was represented 
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For the little girl who wanted to toil just 
like her Mommy. 


in the early years by a reasonably ac- 
curate and detailed drawing. 

The mail-order catalog put the 
world's biggest store in every farmer's 
mailbox and offered people products 
they would never see in their local 
country store. Women pored over pag- 
es of clothes and picked out the same 
fashions being worn by stylish women 
in the large cities, for a lot less money. 
All the latest gadgets, furniture and ap- 
pliances for the home were displayed. 
Little girls dreamed of a new doll, toy 
furniture or a miniature tea set. Boys 
wished for a wagon, a train, a gun or 
a kite. Farmers studied the latest tools 
and machinery and checked out the 
shotguns and fishing poles. The cata- 
logs, a centerpiece in every country 
home, were called “Wish Books,” or 
the “Farmer’s Bible.” 

In the 1900 Sears catalog you could

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buy groceries: tea, coffee, canned 
fruits, vegetables and meats, salt, 
flour and crackers. Drugs of all 
kinds were offered, from smoking 
and drinking cures to "Brown's

every illness." Veterinary sup- 
plies, paint, watches and jewelry, 
silverware and eyeglasses were 
available, along with all kinds of 
clothing for every member of the 
family. 

Cameras, talking machines, pi- 
anos and organs and all kinds of 
musical instruments, books, fire- 
arms, boxing gloves and catcher's 
mitts, fishing tackle, bicycles and 
toys, trunks and traveling bags, 
wigs and toupees, tombstones, 
hardware and farm equipment, 
safes, stoves, buggies and sleighs 
and harness, furniture, dishes and 
lamps, as well as sewing machines 
and baby carriages, all could be 
seen and ordered from the com- 
fort of your kitchen table.

From 1908 to 1940, Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. even sold house kits. 
These kits included plans, mill- 
work, cabinetry, roofing, flooring, 
siding, doors, shutters, hardware, 
paint and even nails. You could 
buy the extras, such as heating, 
plumbing and electrical fixtures, 
from the catalog as well. 

Agricultural tools and machines 
such as cream separators, pumps, 
gas engines and corn shellers, 
which had previously been too 
expensive, were now within reach 
through the catalog. Mail-order 
changed the lives of rural fami- 
lies. One writer summed it up by 
saying: “A baby born in the coun- 
try in 1890 might sleep in a mail- 
order cradle, play as a child with 
mail-order toys, buy a mail-order 
suit as a young man, get his new 
wife a mail-order washing ma- 
chine, work his fields with a mail- 
order plow, raise his children in a

mail-order house, and be buried 
at the end of his life under a mail- 
order tombstone.” 

Although ordering by mail was 
a new experience for most farm- 
ers, it was easy because a trip to 
the post office in town wasn’t nec- 
essary. Sears told their customers 
to give their order and money to 
the rural mail carrier, who would 
buy a money order and send the 
order on its way. By providing 
modern conveniences and stylish 
goods, the catalogs helped to im- 
prove rural life and eliminate the 
isolation of farm families.

A Winter t 
Remember 


AFTERNOON OF FUN MARRED BY 
LOSS OF CHERISHED GIFT

( ( Population density" isn't a phrase 
that is associated with rural America. 
In metropolitan areas, many people 
live close together. I’ve read that some 
skyscrapers in New York City have their 
own zip code. Out in the country, statistics 
indicate that farming areas often have as few 
as one or two people per square mile. The 
wide-open space between points of human 
activity means nothing much happens there. 
Whatever one does in those unoccupied 
Spaces is pretty much up to each individual. 


In my youth, in a very sparsely settled area, one winter ac- 
tivity that young people liked to try was known as “hooky- 
bobbing.” In the simplest sense, that was the occasional un- 
lawful grabbing on to the bumper of a slow-moving car in our 
little town, squatting down and skiing along on our feet on 
the snow-covered road for a block or so. It was always done 
after dark and we were never in any danger, since the car we 
were hooky-bobbing behind was the only one on the street. 
Of course, our parents didn’t learn what we were doing, be- 
cause it rarely happened. Most of the time we had to be home 
after dark. 

Since our area had long winters with a lot of snow, students 
in the pre-television era had to entertain themselves as best 
they could. That usually meant some indoor activity. Outside, 
one could cross-country ski (certainly a different sort than the 
modern version), occasionally try downhill skiing (but one 
had to laboriously climb up the ski slope first) and sledding. 


Boys will inevitably be boys 

As we got into our mid-teens, the usual sledding outing 
consisted of being pulled along a rural road behind a car. Two 
or more runner sleds would be tied behind a car. One person 
would drive slowly on the snow-covered roads while others 
rode lying down on sleds. Talk about exhilarating! With your 
face only inches from the road, a speed of only 10 miles an 
hour seemed like a hundred. People took turns and, since there

was no traffic, an afternoon of fun was assured. 

If it was just a bunch of guys, it was more fun to add a little 
competition. Runner sleds are designed to be steered a small 
amount by twisting the cross bar in front. That warps the run- 
ners so the sled can be directed out to the side as far as the tow 
rope will allow. The sled also can be directed the same amount 
in the other direction. By tying the sleds exactly the same dis- 
tance behind the tow vehicle, a rider could reach over to the 
next guy and try to knock him off. They would zoom out as 
far as they could and come roaring back to attack the other 
sledder. 

Some dramatic tussles could take place and usually one or 
the other fell off. Since they were so close to the ground, it just 
meant the loser was left behind on the road and had to get 
up and run as fast as he could to catch up. Of course, the car’s 
driver would stop, but he was usually quite a distance down 
the road. Obviously, he couldn’t back up. In the decades that 
cars were used to pull sleds in our area, there was never an in- 
jury of any kind.

A painful loss 


On one occasion, however, a major 
problem resulted. In the early 1960s, my 
two brothers and I went sledding during 
our Christmas break from college. My 
oldest brother had recently married, so 
his new wife drove the car. Since we had 
only two sleds, we took turns riding. The 
rural road we chose had a snow-packed 
surface, but no new snow had fallen re- 
cently. After several hours of great fun, 
we loaded the sleds in the trunk and got 
in the car. It wasn’t until we arrived home 
that a shocking discovery was made. My 
wristwatch, a gift from my parents when 
I graduated from high school, was gone. 
During our scuffling on the sleds, the 
band apparently broke. 

A loss like that was devastating. We 
went back out to look for it, but by then, 
it was almost dark. Early the next morn- 
ing, we all went and walked the several 
miles we had covered sledding. Surely 
something bright and shiny would show 
up on that untraveled road. By examin- 
ing the tire tracks, we could tell no other 
car had been down it. No matter how 
many times we walked back and forth, 
we found nothing. 

Doing without a watch from then on 
was bad enough, but a certain amount 
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of guilt made it worse, in that my care- 
lessness caused the loss. Time went by. 
College and graduate school were com- 
pleted. I had been on the job as a high 
school teacher for several years when a 
note appeared in our little local paper. It 
merely said "Found: a wrist watch several 
miles east of town. See LeRoy Packham 
and identify to reclaim." There was no 
phone number nor address for the man 
who was to be contacted. In an extreme- 
ly small community, everyone knew Le- 
Roy Packham and where he lived. 


Takes a licking, 
keeps on ticking 

Since more than 10 years had passed 
since I lost the watch, it didn't seem pos- 
sible that it might be mine. Out of curi- 
osity, I stopped by LeRoy’s house. He told 
me he found the watch along a barbed 
wire fence he was repairing. He asked 
me to describe the watch I had lost. That 
was easy! My parents had allowed me to 
choose any watch I wanted as a present. 
I chose a super-thin Gruen watch that 
had a white face with markings, but no 
numbers. Leroy looked at the one he 
had in his hand and held it out to me. It 
was my long-lost watch, complete with 
a broken band. 

One of the selling points of the watch 
back then was that it was waterproof. 
The manufacturer meant what they 
advertised. My watch, exposed to the 
weather for more than 10 years, looked

just like it did when I lost it. After a sim- 
ple cleaning, it ran like a charm. LeRoy 
wouldn't take a reward for finding the 
watch. Returning it was just considered 
the neighborly thing to do. 

]rying to recreate the time frame since 
the loss, we assumed that even though 
we couldn't find it in our search, the 
watch had been somewhere on the road 
surface when a county snow plow came 
along after the next snow and pushed 
it off. Truck-mounted plows in our area 
have dramatically curved plows that are 
designed, when traveling at a reasonable 
speed, to throw the snow being plowed 
some distance from the road. That keeps 
high banks from forming. Apparently, 
that happened to my watch not long 
after it was lost. It ended up not in the 
ditch, but clear over by the fence. 

Decades later, every time I put the 
watch on, I briefly marvel again at the 
miracle that returned it to me. FC

e origin of the tractor pull 
predates the tractor. During the 
horse-farming era, farmers matched 
teams of horses against each other. 

A team would attempt to pull a heavy load a 
given distance or the horses would pull a sled 
for a certain distance while additional weights 
were added as the sled moved along. The 
weights sometimes consisted of rocks; other 
times, people stepped onto the sled. 


Tractor pulls date to the early 20th century. Organized 
pulls were recorded as early as 1929 in Vaughnsville, Mis- 
souri, and Bowling Green, Ohio. Pulls became popular 
across the country during the 1950s and ‘60s. The Na- 
tional Tractor Pullers Assn. was organized in 1969. Today, 
many state and local organizations sponsor tractor pulls. 

As late as the 1970s, pulls involved two classes of trac- 
tors: stock and modified. Stock tractors were those placed 
in competition as issued from the factory, while modified 
tractors usually had different and larger engines mounted 
on them. Since then, many types of modifications have 
been approved. 

During the past decade, increasing attention has been 
paid to lawn and garden tractors. Pulls for these tractors 
are often held in conjunction with pulls for the larger ma- 
chines. As with large tractors, lawn and garden tractors 
have been modified for competition. At a pull, it is not 
unusual to see a souped-up riding lawn mower or a garden 
tractor sporting one or two car engines. 

In the past 25 years, another class of tractor and trucks 
has emerged: the radio-controlled model. Pulls for these 
machines are usually organized by small local groups and 
are generally unpublicized. Organized in 1987, the Na- 
tional Radio Control Truck Pulling Assn. provides rules 
and guidelines for pulls (these can be viewed at www. 
nrctpa.org). The organization also sanctions local, state, 
regional and national events scheduled by affiliates. 

The National Micro-Mini Tractor Pullers Assn., founded in 
1976, publishes detailed information about classes of pull- 
ing tractors. These can be viewed at www.nmmtpapullers. 
com/class-inf. Both organizations intend to be national 
or international in scope, but are primarily active in the 
Midwest and Eastern U.S. Current information about 
these organizations is available on their Facebook pages. 
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The evolution of farm toys 


The evolution of radio-controlled miniature tractors 
and trucks for pulling has been somewhat different than 
that of their larger siblings. When farm tractors were de- 
veloped during the early 20th century, it wasn't long be- 
fore tin and cast iron toy tractors and implements became 
popular gifts for farm children. Eventually, these early 
models became collectibles. 

Later, die-cast and plastic models added degrees of real- 
ism not possible with earlier production techniques. The 
Ertl Company was the first to produce highly realistic die- 
cast tractors and implements. This eventually led to pro- 
duction of model tractors for adult collectors that were 
too expensive and delicate to be children's toys. 

These models were sometimes sponsored by tractor 
manufacturers. When a farmer purchased a new tractor, 
the dealer often presented the farmer’s son with a model 
tractor. Model tractors made in the U.S. are usually pro- 
duced in standard sizes: 1:64, 1:16 and 1:8, with 1:16 be- 
ing the most popular. Model tractors produced in Asian 
countries are often 1:32 scale. 


Model airplanes 
long a popular hobby 

Model airplanes have a long history. Many adults to- 
day fondly remember long winter evenings of childhood 
spent assembling balsa wood, tissue paper and glue into 
small planes that were launched as gliders or powered by 
twisted rubber bands. A wonderful new hobby emerged 
with the availability of relatively inexpensive, tiny gaso- 
line engines and that led to shows where model planes are 
shown and flown, sometimes competitively. 

It’s easy to see how that led to the development of the 
drones used by the military today. Improvements to bat- 
teries and development of rechargeable and lithium bat- 
teries made it possible to power model planes with small 
electric motors. 

However, many hobbyists prefer to use gasoline engines 
because they more closely resemble full-size planes. Tran- 
sistors and other miniature radio components enabled 
development of sophisticated radio-controlled units, ren- 
dering obsolescent free-flight planes and planes whose 
flights were governed with control lines. 

The long history of model cars tends to emulate that of 
toy tractors. Early tin and cast iron toys led to develop- 
ment of die-cast and plastic models that are very realis- 
tic. In many cases, the same companies that produced toy 
tractors expanded to issue model cars and trucks. 


High performance 
engines and motors 
now commonplace 

During the 1970s and 1980s, collectors began experi- 
menting with models powered by gasoline engines devel- 
oped for model airplanes and later with small electric mo- 
tors. As with model airplanes, specialty companies now 
provide motors, wheels, axles and radio-control units. 
Tractors and trucks built to a scale of 1:10 are common; 
however, machines in other scales such as 1/8, 1/12 and 
1/18 are also readily available. 

New materials and refined production processes have re- 
sulted in small engines and motors with astonishing pow- 
er-to-weight ratios. The most popular fuel-burning engines 
are two-stroke glow-plug engines that burn “glow fuel,” a 
mixture of methanol, nitromethane and oil. Four-stroke

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engines burning gasoline are also common. Two-stroke 
engines are cheaper and easier to maintain; four-stroke 
engines are easier to start, develop more torque at lower 
rpms, are quieter and have a more realistic sound. Diesel 
engines and turbine jet engines are also available. 
Radio-controlled tractors and trucks powered by DC 
electric motors have become very popular. Early motors 
with brushes, gearboxes and heavy nickel-cadmium bat- 
teries have been replaced by brushless motors and lithium 
polymer (LiPoly) batteries, resulting in power units that 
equal or surpass the performance of fuel-burning piston 
engines. Two- or four-cell 7.4-volt battery packs are used 
in many machines. They are compact and lightweight. 
Special chargers ensure that batteries recharge evenly. 
Nitromethane engines at speed sound like angry bees; 
lithium polymer DC engines sound like power tools. 


How to start your project 

Excellent “off-the-shelf” radio-controlled tractors and 
trucks are available online and at hobby stores. However, 
many enthusiasts prefer to build their own models. This 
allows them to customize their machines and experiment 
with varied configurations. 

The first step in building a tractor or truck for competi- 
tion is development of a detailed project plan. A Comput- 
er-Aided Design (CAD) program is useful. Once the design 
is finalized, items are acquired and construction begins. 
Aluminum sheets and tubes are preferred frame materials 
and are cut and shaped as necessary. The front axle, spin- 
dles and tie rods can be purchased ready to be attached 
to the frame. Some enthusiasts are skilled machinists and 
construct their own. 

A brushed or brushless motor and a controller are at- 
tached to the frame, as well as a switch to turn the motor 
on and off. Although small, the motor develops amaz- 
ing power from an armature rotating as much as 100,000 
rpm. A series of gears are used to reduce speed and in- 
crease torque. Transfer cases are available for 4-wheel

drive tractors and trucks; however, 
most machines are 2-wheel drive. 
Likewise, differentials are available, 
but the final gear is usually attached 
directly to a live axle connecting the 
two rear wheels. The front wheels, 
transmission gears and rear axle ro- 
tate on ball bearings. 

Although front- and_ rear-wheel 
rims can be purchased ready for use, 
some hobbyists machine their own 
from solid aluminum stock. Tires are 
purchased. The front tires are solid; 
rear tires are thin and filled with foam 
before being pressed unto the rims. 
Rear tires usually have lugs. Rear tire 
traction can be increased by grinding 
down the back half of each lug with a 
Dremel tool and cupping it so that the 
leading edge is sharper and rests even- 
ly on the track when under pressure. 
Rear tires spin rapidly during a pull 
and must be replaced occasionally. 

Tie rods are attached to a servomo- 
tor, as is the motor controller. These 
are connected to a receiver that re- 
ceives signals from a hand-held re- 
mote control. The remote control can 
operate on as few as two FM circuits: 
one for steering and the other to con- 
trol speed. Remote controls with ad- 
ditional circuits are available to con- 
trol tractors and trucks with other 
functions, such as reverse and lights. 
To avoid interference, each person 
competing at a pull has unique FM 
frequencies. A bind plug is inserted 
briefly into a connector at the begin- 
ning of each pull to lock in the fre- 
quencies. A hand-held radio control 
unit can govern the actions of a trac- 
tor or truck as far as 300 feet away. 

Plastic bodies can be constructed 
by the builder or purchased ready to 
be attached to the frame, often with 
a hook-and-eye fastener for easy re- 
moval. Many styles are available and 
they are usually customized by the 
purchasers. 
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Multiple lead suitcase weights are 
usually attached at various points on 
the tractor or truck to increase trac- 
tion and reduce the tendency of the 
machine to rear up during a pull. 
Some machines also have “wheelie 
bars” attached to the back to limit the 
degree to which the machine can rear 
up and reduce the likelihood of it tip- 
ping over backward. 

The pull sled is usually a miniature 
version of those used at pulls with 
regular tractors. A weight supported 
by the wheels is gradually moved for- 
ward by a chain drive. As it moves 
forward, it increases the weight rest- 
ing on a Steel plate sitting on the 
track. Additional weight on the plate 
increases the friction between the 
plate and the track and adds to the 
difficulty of pulling the sled. The 
pull track is usually 40 feet long and 
4 feet wide. A mixture of clay and 
sand is carefully raked to eliminate 
pebbles that can become projectiles 
during a pull. 


Self-taught machinist

Two state-wide organizations spon- 
sor radio-controlled tractor and truck 
pulls in Texas: The Lone Star State 
R/C Truck & Tractor Pulling Assn. 
and the Texas Truck & Tractor Radio- 
Control Pullers. Small local groups 
hold occasional competitions. One of 
these consists of six or seven friends 
in the Texas Hill Country who gather 
when time and weather permit. Two 
of these individuals have constructed 
30-foot pull tracks at their homes. 
The group has its own printed rules 
establishing limits for weight, length, 





type of tires, height of hitch and bat- 
tery size. 

Allen Becker is a member of the 
Texas Hill Country pull group. A life- 
long resident of Boerne, Texas, he has 
run a small engine repair service for 
more than half a century. Allen has 
always had an interest and talent for 
making and repairing things. He is a 
self-taught machinist and is justifi- 
ably proud of his scratch-built min- 
iature gas and steam engines. When 
he joined the local radio-controlled 
pull group a few years back, he saw it 
as a way to test his skills and imme- 
diately began building his first radio- 
controlled model. He now has three. 
Allen is not highly competitive; his 
greatest pleasure lies in building his 
machines and watching them work. 

While some might say that com- 
peting in a radio-controlled tractor or 
truck pull lacks the thrill of actually 
sitting on the machine, others would 
counter with the reduced cost and 
ease with which the machines can 
be transported. However, whether 
competing with a full-size tractor, a 
garden tractor, or a radio-controlled 
model, the adrenaline flow and the 
thrill of winning are the same, as 
is the pleasure of associating with 
friends at a pull. FC

It's been exactly one year 
since we sat down to visit for the first time. 
I appreciate all the correspondence I have 


received. Even though I cannot respond to 


everyone, I do read every email and letter I get. I appreciate 


all you readers out there taking time to let me know what 


the view from your back roads looks like. I really look 


forward to our visits! 


We are all collectors. That is the rea- 
son this magazine exists. Some like 
old tools, others fancy hit-and-miss 
engines, and some find pleasure in an- 
tique tractors. Yet others lean toward 
small engines like Maytags, Briggs & 
Strattons and Clintons. 

No matter what we accumulate in 
our shops, there is one thing we all col- 
lect. We hold them dear and every so 
often we shake off the dust and bring 
them out of storage. They always bring 
a peaceful smile to my face. While I am 
wandering the back roads, my mind of- 
ten drifts to some previous life memory. 
These memories are pulled out of stor- 
age by various things. It might be some- 
thing I saw in that small town I just 
passed through or some piece of old 
iron sitting in a fence row. Sometimes 
they just seem to pop into my head of 
their own accord. The life experiences 
that provide these memories are prob- 
ably everyone's single most cherished 
and collected item. My problem is I live 
my life with my feet on both sides of 
the line: One in the “here and now,” 
the other firmly planted on the other 
side, trying to pull me back to a time 
long past. 

Wandering through the back roads, 
my mind drifts back down the line and 
my imagination Kicks in. I can almost 
put myself back in time, if only in my 
mind, as if it was 1930. I picture folks 
walking along a now abandoned Main 
Street, making idle chitchat with a 
neighbor. The weather, crop conditions, 
and the new addition to their herd are 
well-covered topics. A couple of farmers 
chat in the barber shop as the local ra- 
dio station softly plays on the counter- 
top AM radio. Women are busy in the 
grocery or maybe buying fabric to make 
a new Sunday dress. 

My desire to experience those times 
is so strong at times it almost hurts. I 
know the past was not easy, and I know 
people worked a lot harder back then. 
The struggle of the Great Depression 


and Dust Bowl took a generation of 
people who possessed a great amount 
of physical and mental strength, but 
even with all the advancements that are 
supposed to make life easier, I really do 
think something has been lost. 

I have had the opportunity to experi- 
ence many things in life that, if they are 
not already extinct, they are on a fast 
track there. I remember my first trip to 
the barber shop when I was a kid, cour- 
tesy of my grandpa. Later in life, I ac- 
tually talked a barber into giving me a 
shave with a straight razor! I remember 
my first drive-in movie ("Smokey and 
the Bandit")! I have eaten at some won- 
derful restaurants that have roots back 
down the line; same goes with some 
of the motels I have stayed in. In those 
moments of wishing I could go back, 
I remind myself that I have plenty of 
memories and experiences to be thank- 
ful for. Over the course of the next year, 
we will visit some of these places to- 
gether and discuss some of the people I 
have met and places I have been blessed 
to experience. 


Back down the line 

Today’s visit is going to touch on 
another habit I have. When I am out 
rammy kackin’, which is what I call 
it when I am out looking for vintage 
treasures, I often come across an old 
homemade tool or piece of equipment 
that really gets me thinking. One of 
the things that fascinates me about the 
older generation is their creativity and 
ability to make use of things when re- 
sources (whether that's money or ma- 
terial) are scarce. If you watch farming 
videos online, some producers seem to 
have every piece of equipment known 
to man. Their toolboxes are full of 
tools, many of which require no cord. 
A while back, I took a trip to the Okla- 
homa panhandle with my friend Tyler 
Nighswonger to pick up a tractor he'd 
bought. As we were stomping around 
looking at some other equipment, I 
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asked if I could look around in the old wooden shop. 

This shop had seen better days. The roof was about blown 
off and most of the walls had succumbed to the elements. 
I thought about the farmer who built this building, which 
would hold maybe one John Deere D, maybe two. He prob- 
ably thought he was in tall cotton. You could see what was 
left of the workbenches he had made and the small vise 
mounted on one of the workbenches. The old concrete (prob- 
ably hand-mixed) crumbled beneath my feet. Glass jars with 
the lids nailed to the rafters served as a reliable place for extra 
nuts, bolts and nails. 

by today's standards it didn't amount to much, but to 
that farmer, I bet that little wooden shop was more than he 
could ask for. He was probably very proud of the shop, even 
considered it a sign of his accomplishments. Many farmers 
back then were very industrious and creative when it came to 
making things work and squeezing out a living on the farm. 
I love coming across an old shop, barn or some old piece of 
homemade equipment. It was very enjoyable to stand in the 
farmer's shoes and understand why he did what he did. 


A hard-to-describe scene from 1915 

Over the years, I have wandered through many old shops 
and barns like the one out by Hardesty, Oklahoma, and I have 
come across many pieces of homemade farm equipment for- 
gotten in the weeds. When I look at this picture postcard my 
mind immediately goes back to those places. 

The year is 1915 in the state of Indiana, going off the 
license tag on the car, anyway. It would seem this young man 
was faced with a hit-and-miss engine that would not run, so 
he took a tire off his car and belted the wheel to what appears 
to be a pump jack. The first thing I noticed was the young 
man on the left seems to have a smile of accomplishment 
on his face. I think we all have had that smile before. He is 
holding what appears to be an adjustable wrench. The other 
thing I noticed about him was his shoes. I have never seen 
shoes like that before. They almost look like house shoes or 
slippers. They do not seem to be boots; maybe this house is 
located in town? 

It looks like the back left wheel is turning, but I do not 
see water coming out of the spigot. The cistern is covered in 
wooden boards and looks like it is pretty big, and it even looks 
like some of the boards have been wet, but I see no water 
coming out. 

The other interesting thing I noticed is that, as you would 
expect, the young man has the right wheel up off the ground. 
It looks like a jack underneath the axle is holding it up. That 
makes sense, but if that car ever came off the jack, look out! 


Digging deep into the details 

I would love to know what kind of car that is. I am sure one 
of you readers will be able to identity it. It looks like it would 
be from the early 1900s; it is probably a Ford Model T. One 
strange thing I see on the car is, off the right side, right above 
the fender, the young kid has his hand on something that 
looks like a handle. I wonder what that is. It may not belong 
to the car, but it is hard to tell. 

I'd also like to know the make and model of that hit-and- 
miss engine. I have just recently gotten involved in stationary 
engines and I am not knowledgeable enough to identity it. 
It is probably not very good advertisement, with it being in 
pieces and broke down in the picture postcard. You can see 
the crank with the two flywheels lying next to him and make 
out the magneto next to the muffler. She must have broken 
down pretty good. 

This makeshift power unit must have really impressed some 
neighbors, it looks like a father and his daughter and son are 
admiring the man’s handiwork. Maybe they were just friends 
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stopping by to say hello, or 
this could be a 1915 exam- 
ple of photo bombing: Who 
knows? The visitors are well 
dressed; maybe they are on 
their way home from church. 

Just left of the little boy, 
between him and the car, 
is what looks to me to be a 
short concrete pillar with 
a ball on the top. Just right 
of the young mechanic is 
another one by a tree. I 
wonder if these were hitch- 
ing posts for horses. Behind 
them is another building; I 
don't know if it is a barn or 
a house. I tend to lean in the 
direction that this scene took 
place in town, but I am not 
sure. I can make out shovel 
handles sticking out of a 
wheelbarrow, but that could 
very well have been in town. 
Just right of the well-dressed 
man is out a wagon, but 
again, in 1915, that could 
have been in town. 

To the left of the young 
mechanic are what looks like 
two ropes that go up. I wonder if he didn't have some kind of 
block-and-tackle hung up above the hit-and-miss engines to 
help him lift parts. At the end of the rope, right below what 
appears to be a jacket hung on a peg, you can make out a 
hook. The last thing I thought was interesting is right below 
the shelf with the glass and two oil cans on it. There you see a 
funnel and a jug. When I enlarge the photo, it looks like that 
jug has a corn cob shoved in the opening to keep whatever is 
in there from leaking. I thought that was pretty cool. 





Harvesting wheat in Colorado 

Some of you may know that, for the last few years, I have 
had the opportunity to harvest wheat near Denver, Colorado. 
It's a long story how I came to know Pat Simon, the farmer I 
help; maybe one of these days we can sit down and I will tell 
you about it. 

I headed up there July 1, trying to arrive in time to get a 
little windshield time in. One of my favorite things to do is 
operate a combine, so most of the time you don't have to ask 
me twice if I am interested. It is also nice that I get paid, so it 
is like getting a paid vacation. 

Wheat yields were all over the place. We cut some really 
good wheat and then some that was about average, but all 
in all, it was a great harvest. We ended up cutting just under 
6,000 acres in 17 days. 

One of the most interesting things about cutting wheat up 
there is that Mr. Simon farms ground right around Denver In- 
ternational Airport. The fields are sowed to wheat every other 
year, so this year I was on fields I had not been on before. 


A remnant of the past in the heart of the city 

For the fields we cut by the airport, we were required to 
move the equipment inside the safety fence. That was an 
experience in itself. The first day we got there in the morn- 
ing and presented our driver's licenses. By the time we got 
approved and they got somebody over there to open the 
gates, it was about 2 p.m. They proceeded to tell us we had 
to be out by 4 p.m. Apparently the individuals in charge of

security are unfamiliar with harvest hours. 

When we returned the next day, it didn't take so long to 
get through. Having left the three combines inside the gate, 
we got a lot accomplished. There were two days we couldn't 
cut all day: the day we got booted from inside the airport, and 
another day when we got rained out. It is pretty rare to get 
totally rained out cutting around Denver, because the show- 
ers seem to be small and localized. Generally, we can move 
and find dry wheat.

Studebaker building. 

It was too dark to take pictures, so when harvest was com- 
pleted, I came back with my friend, Earl Williams, and his 
wife. We also went to what was originally the Denver Union 
Stock Yard Co. (today known as the National Western Cen- 
ter). They were in the process of tearing down the old stock- 
yards to make way for new development. I report with great 
sadness that all the old pens are now gone, as are the old 
packing plant buildings across the street. I hate progress 
sometimes, but at least I took the time to visit last year and 
get some pictures before the demolition. 

Before we part ways, I want to wish everybody a merry 
Christmas and happy new year! I hope you enjoyed getting 
together as much as I have and I look forward to seeing you 
again.

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WYOMING ! MAN TACKLES RESTORATION OF 
MID- CENTURY CU WINDROWER

"y thrill is taking a piece of 
equipment that has not run 
for a long time and bringing it 
Ё back to life. My latest project 
is a T" - propelled, all-mechanical 1953 
Owatonna windrower built by Owatonna 
Mfg. Co., Owatonna, Minnesota. 


An old friend, Mickey Fike, was raised on a farm near 
Shoshoni, Wyoming. He was cleaning up his father’s 
farmyard. This old windrower had been left behind the 
corrals. He hated to scrap it out. He knew I like to restore 
unique equipment and called to see if I wanted it. I told 
him, “sure!” but it would be a while before I could pick 
it up. 

I finally retrieved the windrower and parked it out by 
my shop, where it sat for at least two years. I got tired of 
walking around it and started to restore it. First, I removed 
the Wisconsin V-4 engine, which was stuck. After much 
difficulty, I found a piston frozen solid in the cylinder 
and the connecting rod bent like a crank. As I searched 
for engine parts, a supplier had me look inside the block 
for damage. Sure enough, the block had a large crack. I 
now needed another V-4 engine equipped with a variable 
speed pulley. I found a replacement V-4 on Craigslist and 
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brought the engine home. 

Working on the rest of the machine, I found most of the 
bearings were rusted, frozen or worn out and two shafts 
were bent, but all the parts were there. The reel had thin, 
12-foot boards. I matched up boards the same size at a do- 
it-yourself store and installed them. I set the reel outside 
and in two weeks, the boards were warped! I had some 
1-by-4-inch oak boards close to the original size and put 
them on the reel. I think they look good as new. 

The tractor tires were rotted off. An online "thanksgiv- 
ing special" in Hershey, Pennsylvania, had tires available 
with free shipping; a very good bargain. The planetaries 
and reverse brake bands were in good shape. I scraped off 
a lot of old grease, rust and paint. Getting the adjustable 
pulley threads free took a lot of heat and sweat. I used my 
4-inch grinder to cut off the old bearings. Then it became 
a neat РЕ to put back together. 


Like a bucking bronco 

I called Mickey to tell him I was about to paint the wind- 
rower. That's when he told me the history of the unit. His 
father, Tommy, bought it new from a Pavillion, Wyoming, 
dealer who ordered it from Western Equipment Co., Salt 
Lake City, Utah. The dealer stamped "received June 6, 
1953," on the front cover of the manual. It is thought 
to be the first windrower in Fremont County, and possi- 
bly the first selt-propelled windrower in Wyoming. When 
Mickey was in high school, Tommy had a bad truck ac- 
cident and was paralyzed; Mickey took over the farming. 

Mickey remembers operating the windrower. He said 
you sat out in the open sun, wind, bugs and dust. It took 
all of his muscle to raise the header and reel. In the wet 
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irrigated alfalfa fields, the windrower got stuck all the 
time, because of the single small 14-inch drive wheels. 
With these small tires going across furrows, it would buck 
him off very easily. Sitting out on the far left made steer- 
ing slow and easy, but when steering to the right, you 
were in a wide, fast swing, bouncing around. The wind- 
rower was made for flat, smooth fields. 

To operate this machine, first you hand-cranked the 
engine and then set the rpm. Then you could get on 
the small tractor seat (no steps), straddling two steering 
levers. The steering levers were in the reverse lock posi- 
tion (parking brake). You released them to neutral posi- 
tion and engaged the variable speed travelling shaft to 
the desired speed (no brakes), and then you were ready to 
move. Pushing and holding the steering levers forward, 
you would go forward; by pulling and holding the levers 
back, you traveled in reverse. 


A 





memorable first outing 

I had the restoration pretty well complete and was anx- 
ious to try the windrower out. I rolled it out of the shop, 
on level ground, started it and climbed on. I set the vari- 
able speed and moved forward, backward and did a few 
zero-turns: no problem! 

The area out in the open is on a slope and I started 
to head out there. Going up the slope, I pulled the left 
steering lever, releasing the left wheel, which immediately 
rolled backward while the right wheel was still going up- 
hill! I reversed the levers (wow!) which jerked me off the 
seat as it rushed forward into a right turn. There was no 
way to stop; it was all I could do to hang on. I had a heck

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of a time getting it under control to 
stop it. 

I got a first-time experience riding 
a wild machine from the beginning. 
I have plans to drive this windrower 
at fairs and parades. I knew I had to 
make modifications to make it safe. 

I installed engine controls near 
the operator’s seat, put on a gas foot-feed pedal and am 
in the process of installing brake calipers on the drive 
sprockets with cables running up to hand grips on the 
steering levers. 

The windrower is 12 feet wide, but I can collapse the 
back caster tail wheel up against the frame making it 8 
feet, 3 inches wide and 12 feet long. On the left side, I 
installed a receiver box for a detachable hitch and in- 
stalled two detachable dolly wheels on the right side. I 
can now pull or tow it legally down the road or load it on 
my gooseneck trailer. 

I have searched the internet and looked in magazines 
and books but have not located 
another windrower of this model. 
I sure would like to find out if 
there are more around. FC

from the barn. A special 
radio program was coming 
= ON that we needed to hear. 
She put on a pot of coffee, as it was cold out, 
and tended to my little brother, Don. We 
gathered around the old wooden upright 
Victor radio, crackling with static and noise. 


The Japanese had bombed Pearl Harbor, sinking several 
ships and killing hundreds of Americans. We sat in silence 
as the reports went on and on. I was 8 years old, unable 
to fathom what was happening but somehow realized our 
world was going to change. I became scared. 

Dad and Mother started talking, mostly wondering 
what would happen next. I think the first thing they dis- 
cussed was Dad's age of 39 years. Would he be too old for 
the draft? Then they talked about Uncle CB and Uncle 
Roy, who were still in their twenties. Then they discussed 
the number of young neighbors age 18 and up; all would 
be eligible for the draft. Realizing finally that Dad was 
too old for the coming war, I somehow knew we would 
all survive. 


Youths were not prepared to foresee all the changes 
grownups would see. No doubt America was safe from 
bombing and destruction. I never believed we might be

fighting on the farm, but was reminded by each daily 
news reel that the war was going on. 

Yet change among youths and children did occur. 
Overnight, playing Cowboys and Indians was no lon- 
ger tolerated. Instantly we shifted to war mode. Our old 
2-by-4-inch Winchester Roy Rogers rifles were fitted with 
bayonets and leather shoulder straps. Our old Gene Autry 
six-shooters had to make do, but they now held 20 car- 
tridges instead of six. 

Our home-made knives were suddenly government 
attack weapons. The bar-ditches of county roads in ev- 
ery direction were stripped of the little green gourds 
that instantly became hand grenades. Every old buf- 
falo wallow in the pastures offered pre-dug foxholes or, 
when full of water, floated wood blocks as the U.S. Navy 
sailed the seas. 

We sat in the Ranger Theater every Saturday afternoon 
when 30 minutes of war-time news reels showed the de- 
tails of that which we could not imagine. Unaccustomed 
to such chaos and cruelty, we slowly toughened up, stood 
taller, talked the talk and prayed for the brave men who 
were fighting.

Eventually the government started programs 
where everyone could participate and do their 
share for the war effort. The most memorable 
program in my young estimation was gathering 
scrap iron. Our young minds ran wild as we imag- 

ined an old horse-drawn plow, dragged from Dust 
Bowl-era fence, now becoming shells for cannons 
used in the war. 

Each of us remembered seeing such relics half- 
buried in a field corner when we were hunting rab- 
bits. When the scrap drives started, we pulled old 
iron out with a tractor and smiled as it was loaded 
on a railcar headed for the steel mills, to be recycled 

into war material. 

For the first time in my life, even if you had the 
money, certain items could not be obtained. Many 
of those things were not necessarily war items, but 
the people who produced them had turned to war- 

time production. Our biggest problem on the farm 

was finding replacement parts and materials for our 
farm equipment. 

At that time in history, almost all had been raised to be 
thrifty. The war required that trait. We saved every scrap 
of tinfoil, kitchen fats, rubber in any form, metal, paper, 
copper, brass, and cotton rags. The second phase of sup- 
porting the war was ration stamps. Amazing that America 
could bear down, conserve and make do with the very 
minimum in order to support the troops. 


At times, it seemed to me that we were winning the war. 
At other times, it seemed we were losing. The number of 
young men and women in our community shrank each 
month. Eventually, the tide began to turn. Us young kids 
were not dwelling in the trenches anymore. We started 
flying bombers and taking off from aircraft carriers. I 
knew the old trench warfare was still going on, but the 
new air world was much more exciting. 

My favorite World War II toy was a B-17 bomber with 
plastic propellers that spun in the wind. My personal air 
field was the coal pile we used as heating fuel. I could take 
a 2-by-4 wooden block, smooth out my make-believe air- 
field and land my B-17 no matter how bad it was shot up. 

One windy day, my dad was walking by the coal airfield

when a gust of wind spun the propellers and they made 
a buzz like a rattlesnake. I nearly lost my prized bomber 
to a big chunk of coal thrown at a high rate of speed by 
a startled dad. 


On the Trew farm during World War II, there was no 
shortage of fantasy. My favorite "fantasy machine" was a 
worn-out John Deere combine sitting in our row of aban- 
doned machinery. Though rusty and discarded, this old 
machine was a throne for our play times. Its platform 
could be the operational deck of a submarine, a destroyer, 
an aircraft carrier, a landing vessel or anything else seen 
in the previous Saturday's news reel. 

The big handwheel on the platform could take my sub- 
marine down or up, turn a battleship, stabilize an aircraft 
carrier or land troops on Normandy shores. The overhead 
wheat bin made an excellent crow's nest for a ship or an 
excellent spotter nest for a super-sniper who always hap- 
pened to be me. 

To open the hatch and crawl down into the threshing 
machine cylinder on a war mission was easy. The only 
problem was making adequate preparations for my "war 
dog," a stub-tailed Collie that could really dodge the bul- 
lets as he followed along. 


Although the war demanded every grain of wheat we 
could raise, the shortage of help was our biggest problem. 
Mother and Aunt Allie often had to drive tractors. I was 
only 8 to 12 years old at the time and my brother Don 
was four years younger. The two of us, Grandpa Charlie 
(76) and school chums of any age were brought into the 
harvest each year. At age 12, I became "boss" of some of 
the crews because Dad just could not cover all the bases 
at one time. 

There was no doubt now that we could win; it was just 
a matter of time. Finally, the secret attack had been over- 
come. Those who started the war were being beat. The 
war ended with a finality that taught a lesson to the world 
that will never be forgotten. Some thought this end was 
too violent. To those who fought and died, the end was 
justified. All vowed America would never be caught un- 
aware again. 

As the last of our World War II heroes pass away, I can 
only wish that the young people of today's world could 
taste the suffering and pain endured in my era of war 
time. No one of character or respect can diminish, dispel, 
argue or voice any complaint against Americans of the 
past for what they endured, suffered and died for. To do 
so is blasphemy. 

My continued prayer that the majority of true Ameri- 
cans will listen, study the past and come 
to their senses. If ever there was a time 
to work and pray for change, now is 
the time. FC
